Pursuant to the telephone conversation with Ms. Davena Williams, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Amendment filed on December 23, 2002,

1) On December 23, 2002, Applicants, through their representative, filed an 
Amendment to the Office Action dated June 25, 2002.

Applicant's undersigned representative has been advised that the 
retransmitted Amendment was received on January 24, 2003 by the PTO and has 
been associated with the application. 

4) Original authorization for charging any additional fees was authorized in the 
original transmittal letter, sent together with the original application documents, on 
May 14, 2001 . A copy of the Fee Transmittal is attached as Exhibit 4. 

Therefore Applicants respectfully request that the Amendment be accepted 
by the USPTO as having been timely filed, and further that the originally filed 
Amendment be corrected in its serial number and be associated with the instant 
application. 

Applicants further request that should it be necessary to charge the Deposit 
Account 1 2-0400, authorization for which has been granted above, that this 
petition be further treated as a request for a refund of the original Check No. 
033593 in the amount of $460.00, which should be credited to Deposit Account 
1 2-0400.
